In brief the new 
rules provide that a person may keep 
gasoline up to the amount of one gal- 
lon in the house for pur- 
poses, provided that it is in a sepa- 
rate tight can. Automobile owners 
may keep gasoline up to the amount of 
10 gallons, which will include that in 
their cars, by permission of the chief 
of the fire department. 
10 gallons, including the amount in 
the cars, the city council must be ap- 
plied to for a permit and a_ public 
hearing held. The city council may 
then pass an order granting the per- 
mit subject to the approval of the 
ehief of the fire department. All li- 
censes, however, are the 
city clerk, thus adding another duty 
to this office.

The finance committee reported on 
the street watering order which was 
passed. 

Under new business Councilman 
Craig offered a resolution that the 
finance committee take up the feasi- 
bility of establishing a municipal 
garage. In support of his resolution 
he quoted what was paid in some 
other cities for the upkeep of automo- 
hiles comparing it with the cost in 
Quincy. The price in Quincy was 
very much larger. 

Councilman Richards offered an or- 
der establishing the office of inspector 
of wires and defining his duties, also 
setting forth rules and regulations 
governing electric wiring in Quincy. 
Referred to ordinance committee. 

He also offered an order for the ac- 
ceptance of a part of Lincoln avenue. 

Councilman Beeman offered an or- 
der for $500 to equip and maintain a 
supervised playground in Ward Six. 
To public buildings committee. 

Councilman Thompson offered an 
order for $2800 to rebuild a part of 
Whitwell street, Councilman Ferguson 
an order for a light on Federal aven- 
ve extension, Councilman O'Dowd or- 
ders for $400 for rebuilding Badgers 
Lane, widening Common street at its 
intersection with Cross and Reardon 
streets. He also offered a resolution 
that the Mayor take up with the New 
Haven railroad officials the matter of 
placing gates at the Robertson street 
crossing on the Granite branch 

Rule 1 was suspended and it was 
voted to adjourn to Monday April 26 


Although there was a large amount 
of business transacted at the regu'a> 
meeting of the city council Monday 
evening there was nothing interest- 
ing in the way of debates. In fact the 
only semblance of a debate came on 
the report of the finance committe 
on the order for sewer extensions. 
The original order called for an ap- 
propriation of $40,000 but the finance 
committee cut this aown to $25,000. 
The order could have passed on sus- 
pension of the rules but Councilman 
McGrath objected. 

He argued that there was no hurry 
in passing the order and that it shou!d 
be thoroughly investigated before an- 
other dollar was expended. It was 
time for investigation when it was a 
fact that the unit cost in Quincy was 
very much larger than in other cities. 
It Was time to stop and see i f a less 
expensive plan could not be worked 
out. 

Councilman Beeman believed it a 
good thing to put the sewer in the 
new streets. The amount was small. 

A motion to suspend the rules was 
lost and the order went over until the 
next meeting. 


GUN SQUAD MATTER. 


Another matter that created a little 
stir, was the report on the matter of 
establishing a gun squad in Quincy. 
While there was no debate it was evi- 
dent from the temper of the council 
that the matter will not have an easy 
time getting by. 

There were two matters before the 
finance committee relative to the gun 
squad. One was the resolution favor- 
ing the establishment of the squad, 
which was handled by the finance 
committee jointly with the committee 
on legislative matters. This commit- 
tee reported a resolution of approval. 
The report was ordered to a second 
reading. 

The other report was that of the 
finance committee relative to the ap- 
propriation of $2,000. The committee 
recommended that this be referred to 
the executive. The acceptance of the 
report was declared rejected but the 
vote was doubted and before a verifi- 
cation of the vote could be taken the 
report was laid on the table. 

The Mayor forwarded a communica- 
tion from the city engineer comply- 
ing with the request of a resolution 
of Councilman McGrath for the 
grades of all streets in the city cross- 
ing the railroad tracks together with 
the grades of said streets as proposed 
by the crossing elimination plan. The 
document was a lengthy one and was 
placed on file. 

The city engineer also sent a report 
on the resolution of Councilman Pres- 
cott asking for the grade of Beale 
street under the proposed change in 
the tracks of the railroad.

MR. WILLMOTT RESIGN». 


The happiness of Easter Sunday 
was clouded for members of Bethany 
Congregational church, and indeed 
for many who had never entered the 
portals of the edifice, because of the 
resignation of the beloved pastor of the 
church, Rev. Benj. A. Willmott. At 
the Sunday evening service Mr. Will- 
mott read a letter of resignation, stat- 
ing that he had accepted the call to 
TheImmanuel Congregational church, 
Noxbury, and asking that he be re- 
lieved of his duties here not later than 
the first Sunday in May 

Although Mr. Willmott’s resignation 
had been expected ever since the an- 
nouncement, that he had received the 
call, for it is customary in Congre- 
gational churches not to extend a call 
unless assured of acceptance. it was 
not expected before next Sunday. The 
pastor of a Congregational church 
rarely reads his own resignation, the 
unpleasant task usually devolving 
upon an exchange pastor. As an ex- 
change had been announced for next 
Sunday it was expected that the resig- 
nation would be read at that time. In- 
deed, such had been Mr. Willmott’s 
original plan. 

The pastor felt. however, that the 
feeling of suspense was too great for 
the people to be forced to endure and 
he admitted Sunday evening, before he 
read the letter of resignation, that the 
strain was too great for him, too. 

Mr. Willmott goes to one of the 
largest churches in Greater Boston. 
The position is one requiring great 
ability, the pastorate being considered 
as in the nature of frontier work for 
the Congregational church in this part 
of the country, and Mr. Willmott was 
urged by leading Boston clergymen to 
take up the work The call from the 
church itself was unanimous. The 
salary is understood to be in excess 
of $4000. Mr. Willmott’s salary in 
Quincy was $2500 and the parsonage. 

The pastor of Bethany preached his 
first sermon in that capacity on East- 
er Sunday three years ago. Although 
his work here has extended only over 
this brief period it is generally ac- 
knowledged that what he has done has 
been little short of wonderful. Mr. 
Willmott was never troubled with em- 
pty pews on Sunday. The morning 
service found nearly every seat taken 
The most brilliant feature of ie 
achievement, however, was the Sun- 
day evening attendance. The late 
comer rarely found a seat outside of 
the gallery and not infrequently not 


even there.

As president of the Old Plymouth 


{Colony Descendants society, I desired 


to acquire more knowledge in rela- 
tion to the life and doings of the old 
Plymouth colonists after their land- 
ing on Plymouth Rock. During my 
winter sojourn in Boston, having ac- 
cess to the Boston Public Library I 
availed myself of the privilege by 
studying the details of their doings 
and found an early history by Baylies 
that gave me an insight into the trials 
and tribulations through which they 


4j-; Passed in advancing civilization on 
The {this continent. I thought some of the 


details concerning the occupation of 
Mt. Wollaston in Quincy might not 
be familiar to perhaps a considerable 
portion of your readers, as the com- 
mon school histories do not give de- 
tails. 

Capt. Wollaston of England emi- 
srated to Quincy on a portion of land 
now known as Mt. Wollaston or Merry 
Mount about 1624. After remaining 
there with his colony (made up largely 
of servants) only a short time he jour- 
neyed to Virginia, taking with him some 
of his servants and leaving a Mr Fitcher 
tn charge of the colony. Morton, one 
of the number, conspired with some 
of the company to throw off the yoke 
of discipline and get rid of Fitcher's 
control. He influenced the men to 
throw aside all restraint and to car- 
ouse and have a jolly time to “eat, 
drink and be merry.” He called the 
mount, Merry Mount. He erected a 
May pole around which they danced 
and sang making themselves merry. 
Added to this they drank and made 
the mount one hilarious, noisy, camp. 
lo make matters worse, Morton put 
suns in the hands of the Indians and 
to the merchant adventur- 
ers in England for more to sell them 
The neighboring small colonies pro 
tested and did what they could to 
stop the deviltry, but Morton was in- 
corrigible and kept on raising Cain. 

Goy. Endicott of the Salem colony 
(one of the earliest,) remonstrated 
with Morton, He cut down the May 
pole at the risk of his life. but was 
obliged to return to his colony with- 
out effecting any reform. This was 
in 1625 five years before the Puritans 
landed in Boston. over whom John 
Winthrop was governor. 


The Indians after precuring guna, 
discarded their bows and arrows, and 
became a dangerous element. 

Morton invited all the low rowdy 
whites in the small settlements about, 
to join him in his riotous behavior 
becoming a menace to the 
colonies in that region. 

When Capt. Wollaston left Mt. Wol- 
laston for Virginia, he took with him 
part of the 30 servants he brought 
over from England and disposed of or 
sold them to the colonists. He in- 
structed his partner Rasdall to bring 
more over to Virginia to dispose of 
and Morton told the servants left at 
Mt. Wollaston to join him, for if not 
Wollaston would come back and take 
them to Virginia, to sell as slaves. 

Finally the neighboring scattered 
colonies prevailed on the Plymouth 
colony at Plymouth to interfere and 
they sent deputies to the Mount to 
persuade Morton to cease his riotous 
living. but it had no effect. They 
sent again telling them it was against 
the edict of the King of England to 
furnish arms to Indians, but King 
James died about this time (1625) and 
no edict lasted longer than the reign 
of each king. King Charles, his son, 
had not issued any edict, hence after 
exhausting all peaceable means of 
reconciliation, the Pilgrims dis- 
patched Capt Myles Standish with a 
few men, but Morton filled his com- 
panions with liquor, barred his door 
and scoffed and defied Standish. At 
last fearful that his house might be 
attacked and burned, he came out 
with some of his armed followers, 
with great show of fight to the attack. 
Standish in his fearless, determined, 
soldierly manner, instantly marched 
up and so intimidated Morton, that he 
suffered his musket to be taken with 
little resistance and the affair ended 
without bloodshed. 

Standish then entered the house and 
dispersed the most turbulent. Leaving 
the others he returned to Plymouth 
conducting Morton as a prisoner. In 
1628 Morton was sent back to Eng- 
land by a ship sailing from the Isle 
of Shoals. He however soon returned. 
For committing a murder in England 
he was arrested by the police authori- 
ties and his house at Mt. Wollaston 
burned to the ground. He was im- 
prisoned a long time in Exeter, Eng- 
land and after his release he again 
for the third time returned but was 
arrested for some misdemeanor and 
imprisoned in Boston. After his re- 
lease he journeyed to Piscataway and 
died there. 

In my next letter as Weymouth was 
a part of the Massachusetts colony 
centered in Boston, of which Brain- 
tree, embracing Quincy was part, I 
will deseribe the difficulty which the 
colony had there with the Indians and 
how Capt. Standish of the Plymouth 
colony in his way settled it.
